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RE QUEST FOR RECONSIDERATION OF PETITIO N UNDER 37 CFR 1.47(a) 

Petitioner, Science Applications International Corporation ("SAIC"), hereby requests that 
the United States Patent and Trademark Office reconsider its dismissal of the Petition To File 
Declaration For Patent Application By Joint Inventor On Behalf Of Nonsigning Inventor Who 
Refuses To Sign, And Statement Of Facts In Support Thereof, Under 37 CFR § 1.47(a) dated 
February 1 1, 2002 (the "Petition"). 

In an Action dated March 29, 2002, the Office of Petitions dismissed the Petition on the 
sole ground that the Declaration under 37 CFR 1.63 filed in connection with the Petition does not 
set forth the residence address of the nonsigning inventor, Dr. David A. Stenger. 

Petitioner notes, however, that it, in fact, did include the last known business mailing 
address for Dr. Stenger in the Added Page To Declaration For Patent Application By Joint 
Inventor On Behalf Of Nonsigning Inventor Who Refuses To Sign or Cannot Be Reached (37 
C.F.R. § 1 .47(a)) attached to the Petition as Exhibit G and in the body of the Petition itself. As 
Dr. Stenger never was an SAIC employee, Petitioner does not have any record of Dr. Stenger' s 
"last known residence address." Moreover, as indicated in the Petition, Petitioner located Dr. 
Stenger's business address over the Internet and successfully had corresponded with him via that 
address. As indicated in the Petition, Dr. Stenger since has stated that he declines to cooperate in 
the prosecution of the above-captioned application. 

Nevertheless, upon receipt of the pertinent Action, Petitioner made additional efforts to 
locate Dr. Stenger's residence address by. undertaking a thorough public records search. 
Thereafter, Petitioner located what appears to be Dr. Stenger's home address through real 
property records for the State of Virginia, Dr. Stenger's believed state of residence. 
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Accordingly, in order to cure any perceived deficiencies in the Petition, Petitioner 
encloses herewith a copy of the Inventors' Declaration under 37 CFR 1.63 that includes Dr. 
Stenger's residence address, as described above. The Declaration executed by Drs. Kirkpatnck 
and Hickman already was submitted to the Office in connection with the Petitioner's response to 
the Notice of Missing Parts on February 1 1 , 2002. 

Therefore, pursuant to 37 CFR 1.47(a), it is respectfully requested that the Commissioner 
reconsider its dismissal of the Petition. 

Petitioner is not aware of any fees required in connection with this Request for 
Reconsideration. If, however, any fees are deemed to be due, then the Commissioner is 
authorized to charge any such fees and credit any overcharges to Deposit Account 50-1597. A 
duplicate copy of this paper is enclosed.
